When he has done 
so and is convinced the good ronds pro- 
gram will be on with no fear of a letup. 


But can wo then stop in our cam- 


paign of education and expect things 
to run ns they should indefinitely? 

Once the program is on 
we need to know how to conduct it. 
We need to bo convinced ns a people 
that if 20 to 30 per cent of the'roads in 
any county and in the state uro innde 
permanent roads probably they wil! 
handle effectively 80 to 90 per cent of 
the traffic. 
We will need to under- 


stand road building BO as not to over 
capitalize nny stretch of roads—in 
other words, not to put more money 


I Into the improvement of any strip of 


road than its ton mileage will warrant. 


We will need to know and to insist 


that the location of permanent roads 
shall be determined by the traffic they 
bear and ubay beta- iu the future and 
not by the whim or influence of some 
property owner or owners with an ax 
to grind. 


We will need to appreciate above ev- 


erything else that when the initial iru 
provement has been made only the pre- 
liminary stops havs been taken and 
that proper maintenance is absolutely 
essential. 
We will ueed to know as a 


people that proper road building and 
maintenance must be delegated to the 
direction of men trained for tbe work 
and that they must be given ample 
authority to go ahead as their training 
and judgment dictate. 


Above all, we as farmers will need to 


know that with the coming of surfaced 
roads and rapid and easy transporta- 
tion the increase in potential value of 
the land will necessitate its more ef-, 
ficient utilization, which in turn will 
make necessary a well educated, in- 
dustrious and progressive oltizenBhlp. 


An educational program for good 


roatls in the past has been an invalu- 
able aid to the creation of good roads 
seutitaent. It is rapidly bringing about 
the crvstallization of this sentiment 
into a public opinion which will result 
in action.

The call of the federal government 
to the farmers to speed up production 
in order to meet the war demands on 
the nation's granaries and 
store- 
houses did not fall upon deaf ears in 
Rock county. 
As the result of a pa- 
triotic determination to do their bit, 
coupled with a favorable season for 
small grain, the production of oata, 
barley and rye in the 
county 
will 
break all records if the early returns 
from the threshers can be tkaen as a 
criterion. 
Oats 
are 
yielding from 50 to 70 
bushels to the acre; barley from 30 to 
50 bushels, while rye and wheat are 
also turning out better than the'aver- 
age. 
Norman 
Howard, .one of the 
large grain 
growers 
of the eastern 
part of the county, raised nearly 6,000 
bushejs, of oats and barley from 120 
acres, and D. J. McLay's production 
of barley was around 4,000 bushels. 
A farmer living west of Janesville 
reports that five acres of rye yielded 
! 19C bushels, an exceptional 
amount; 


i and another farmer had two acres of 
spring wheat which returned 47 bush- 
els to the acre. 
Threshing is in progress in nearly 
every 
locality and the dry weather 
has been favorable to the work, allow- 
ing the grain to be stored without dis- 
coloration caused by rains. 
Several 
more weeks should see the -bulk of 
the grain threshed. With prices still 
holding to high levels, farmers will 
realize higher returns on their small 
grain than have ever been recorded. 
While 
the . prolonged drought is 
showing on some corn fields, there is 
stil! a chance for a fairly good crop in 
the county, according to L. A. Mark- 
ham, county agricultural agent, who 
is keeping in touch with conditions. 
A majority of fields are in good shape 
and promise good yields. Late pota- 
toes and tobacco are more in need of 
rain than the corn.
